I haYe  the  honour  to  present  for  your  ©onsideration  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  eircumstances  of  the  Urban  Distriet  of  Golbome 
for  the  year  ended  Deoeniberg  1971?  together  with  the  Yltal  statisties  for 
that  yeaxo 

The  number  of  live  births  in  1971  was  550?  increase  over  the  nianber 
in  the  previous  year..  The  birth  rate  has  shown  little  change  over  the 
last  few  years,  the  adjusted  birth  rate  (used  for  comparison  with  other 
areas)  being  16«5  pe^:  1,000  populationo  The  live  birth  rate  for  En^and 
and  Wales  was  I60O,  6^  of  live  births  were  illegitimate,  compared  with 
8^  for  En^and  and  Walese 

There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  year  of  life,  and  of 
these  4 occurred  during  the  first  4 weeks  of  life«>  These  are  lower  than 
the  conparatively  high  figures  recorded  last  year  and  are  in  line  with 
the  average  in  recent  years  o The  infant  mortality  rate  was  13  per  1,000 
live  births,  con^jared  with  17® 7 for  the  Lancashire  Administrative  County- 
area,  and  18  for  En^and  and  Wales <,  The  numher  of  still  births  increased 
fiom  3 in  1970  to  11  in  1971°  The  stillbirth  rate  consequently  rose  from 
5o6  to  20  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still),  and  the  perinatal  mortality 
rate  (still  births  and  deaths  of  iiafants  lander  one  week)  rose  from  15  to 
25  per  thousand  births  e Por  coD^ari^on,  the  perinatal  nKjrtali'ty  rate  for 
the  Lancashire  Administrative  County  area  was  24®4  and  for  En^aad  and 
Wales  22  per  thousand  births » 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1971  was  231  which  was  similar  to  the  nteabers 
recorded  in  previous  years  o The  “crude”  death  rate  was  9®1  P©n  thousand 
population  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  (used  for  eoa^arison  with  other 
areas)  was  12o8  per  thousand*  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  Lancashire 
Administrative  County  area  was  13e#.,and  for  En^and  and  Wales  was  11  *6. 
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Ischaemic  heart  disease  (coroziaiy  disease)  waS;  as  usual,  leading 
Cause  of  death,  accounting  for  the  deaths  of  37  men  and  23  womane  llalignant 
neoplasms  (cancer)  caused  the  deaths  of  24  men  and  18  women,  10  of  the 
and  1 of  the  women  being  the  victims  of  cancer  of  the  lungo  One  most  point 
out  once  again  that  both  coronazy  disease  and  lung  cancer,  together  with 
respiratoDy  disease  and  still°>births,  ace  associated  with  cigarette  saicMngo 
The  pattern  of  deaths  due  to  accidents  was  similar  to  last  year,  motor 
vehicle  accidents  causing  3 deaths  and  other  accidents  (which  include 
drowning  and  all  kinds  of  falls  both  inside  and  outside  the  home)  causing 
10  deaths,  6 of  which  were  in  the  over  75  age  group o 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  but  6 cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  and  1 case  of  non-respiratoay  were  notified®  2 of  the  oases 
of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  transfers  into  the  District  from  other 
areas  o 


I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  interest  in  public  health  matters  during  the  year® 
It  is  also  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co<°> operation  readily 
given  on  all  occasions  by  Ifco  J«  Blakeley  who  retired  from  the  post  of 
Senior  Public  Health  Izispector  during  the  year,  having  coo^leted  mazy 
years  of  loyal  service  to  the  Council.

General  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Golbome  Urban  District  extends  from  Ashton-in-Makerfleld,  Haydock 
and  Newton-leoWillows  on  the  West  to  Irlam  Urban  District  and  Rixton^id.th- 
(H.azebrook  in  the  Warrington  Rural  Area  on  the  East,  a distance  of  about 
seven  miles.  The  southern  boundaries  are  Newton  Ui^an  District  and  Croft, 
in  the  Warrington  Rural  DLstrlot,  whilst  the  area  is  bounded  on  the  North 
by  Abram  Urban  District  and  Lei^  Borou^. 

The  geolo^cal  features  of  the  Urban  District  vary  very  greatly. 
Starting  from  the  western  end  and  proceeding  eastward,  we  first  find  coal 
fields  and  red  sandstone,  with  a covering  of  clay  surfaced  by  a good  depth 
of  loamy  soil.  In  the  more  central  parts  of  the  area  there  is  a sandstone 
base  with  a decreasing  amount  of  clay  and  in  the  eastern  portions  the  sub- 
soil becomes  more  sandy  and  the  surfaice  soil  much  more  open,  eventually 
becoming  larg^y  moss  land. 

The  surface  waters  from  Lowton  and  Golbome  Wards  mainly  gravitate 
to  Itillingford  Brook,  idiich  passes  throu^  the  former  Newton  Lake  before 
entering  Sankey  Brook,  whose  ultimate  outlet  is  into  the  River  llersey  at 
Saxikey  Bridges. 
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Lowton  Sto  Mary” 3,  Kenyon  and  Ciaicheth  are  principally  drained  by 
streams  floTuring  eastward  into  the  Elver  Glaaej  which  falls  to  the 
Manchester  Sliip  Canals  The  height  above  Ordnance  datiua  varies  from 
100  to  150  feeto 

For  the  pt^iposes  of  Local  Government  the  district  is  divided  into 
six  wards,  con^jrising  Heath  Park  Ward  and  Sto  Thomas  Ward  in  Golborne, 
Lowton  East  Ward  and  Lowton  West  Ward  in  Lowtonj,  and  Culcheth  Ward  and 
Newchiirch  Ward  covering  Ciilcheth  and  Glazebury,  each  with  three 
representatives,  making  a total  of  eighteen  oouncillorsc 

The  principal  industries  in  the  district  are  Artificial  Silk 
Manufacturer,  Coal  Mining,  Engineering^  Pood  Warehousing,  Frozen  Pood 
Manufactur3.ng  and  Agricultureo  Employment  has  been  well  maintained  in 
these  indijstries  diaring  the  yeaXo  Expansion  and  development  has  continued 
steadily  in  all  parts  of  the  Urban  ^.strict  during  the  period  under  review®

No  general  hospitals  are  situated  within  the  Urban  District,  but  a 
full  range  of  the  services  normally  to  be  found  in  a district  general 
hospital  is  provided  at  hospitals  in  Wigan,  Leigh  and  Warrington* 
Psicilities  for  maternity  cases  are  provided  at  Billinge  Hospital, 
Warrington  General  Hospital,  Victoria  Park  Maternity  Home,  Warrington, 
and  the  ^rs  Maternity  Home,  Lei^.  Patients  requiring  in-patient 
treatment  for  tuberculosis  are  admitted  mainly  to  Wri^tington  Hospital, 
out-patient  sessions  are  held  by  the  Chest  Physician  at  Lei^  Infirmary* 
Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  psychiatric  illnesses  are  c^tred  on 
WLnwick  Hospital  and  Billinge  Hospital,  and  for  mental  subnormality  at 
Newchurch  Hospital,  Culcheth*

Ambulance  Service 

All  vehicles  in  the  Lancashire  Comity  Council  ambulance  service 
are  under  radio  control,  and  all  services  in  the  Division  are  controlled

Health  Visiting 

A Health  Visitor  is  a State  Roistered  Hurse  who  has  received  at 
least  a course  of  training  in  midwifery  and  undertaken  a year  of  special 
training  in  preventive  medicine  (especially  early  detection  of  handicaps), 
health  eduction,  and  social  woiico  Althoti^  in  much  of  her  woiic  she  is 
concerned  with  mothers  and  childr^,  her  duties  are  by  no  means  confined 
to  these  members  of  the  family«  In  recent  years  the  Health  Visitor  has 
woriiced  increasin^y  with  adults,  particularly  the  i^deriyo 

A substantial  part  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  time  is  spent  in  connection 
with  the  School  Health  Service  undertaking  the  duties  of  a Sbhool  Horse* 

If  a Health  Visitor  has  the  aptitude  she  may  undertake  teaching  of  classes 
in  health  education  and  mothercraft  subjects  which  are  included  in  the 
school  curriculum* 

Hitherto  each  Health  Visitor  has  worked  in  a defined  geographical 
area,  but  the  current  trend  is  to  make  the  Health  Visitor’s  casdoad 
the  patients  registered  wilh  one  or  more  family  doctors  and  to  arrange 
for  the  Health  Visitor  to  have  frequent  contact  with  the  doctors* 

The  Health  Visitors  employed  in  the  District  are  based  at  the 
Clinics  at  Derby  Road,  Golborne  and  Jackson  Avenue,  Culcheth* 

Midwifery 

Whole- time  domiciliary  midwives  are  engaged  on  this  work  within 
the  District  in  the  en^loy  of  the  County  Council,  i^ch  is  both  the 
Local  Health  Authority  and  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives 
Act*  These  nurses  normally  accept  responsibility  for  cases  residing 
within  reasonable  proximity  of  their  homes,  but  the  principle  of  the 
expectant  mother’s  free  choice  of  midwife  (ais  of-doctor),  is  well 
established*  Each  has  a car  at  her  disposal  to  enable  her  to  respond 
quickly  to  urgent  calls  and  to  carry  apparatus  for  analgesia*

An  "attachment”  scheme  is  now  in  operation  by  which  ^strict  nursing 
sisters  take  their  patients  according  to  the  medical  practice  to  which 
they  are  attached  and  not  according  to  a geographical  district  as  before* 
District  Nurses  of  the  SoEoN*  grade  and  msrdizig  auxiliaries  are  also 
employed  to  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  nursing  sisters;  in  this 
scheme  nursing  sisters  and  general  medical  practitioners  work  closely 
together  with  full  consultation  so  that  the  skill  of  the  specially 
trained  nurse  can  be  properly  employed*

Vaccination  and  Inmnunisation 


Facilities  are  provided  both  by  the  County  Council  and  by  family 
doctors  for  giving  protection  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cou^,  tetanus,  measles,  and  german  measles*  Certain  other 
immunisations,  e.g.  aigainst  typhoid  fever,  may  be  given  by  family  doctors 
when  required.  The  B.C.G.  injection  against  tuberculosis  is  given  by  the 
School  Health  Service  and  by  the  staff  of  Chest  Clinics. 

Prevention  of  Illness.  Care  and  After-Care 

The  scope  of  these  arrangements  is  very  wide  and  includes  health 
education,  health  visiting  in  the  homes  including  those  of  persons 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  the  provision  of  ancillary  nursing  equipment, 
the  after-care  of  patients  vdio  have  suffered  from  illness  either  at  home 
or  in  hospital,  and  the  provision  of  convalescent  accommodation.  It  also 
includes  the  provision  of  a chiropody  service  available  to  the  elderly 
(aged  63  or  over)  registered  handicapped  persons,  and  expectant  mothers. 

Further  information  about  all  of  the  foregoing  services  may  be  obtained

The  following  services  were  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee  dxulng  the  year  under  review  but  were  transferred  to  the  Social 
Services  Committee  on  the  1st  April,  1972. 
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Home  Help  Seirgice 


This  service  is  available  to  homes  reqLiiirlng  such  assistance  by 
reason  of  the  presence  in  the  household  of  a case  of  sickness  (including 
mental  illness  and  deficiency),  advanced  pregnancy,  a parturient  woman, 
an  aged  person  or  a child  imder  school  leaving  age. 

The  service  is  not  a free  one;  ccmtributions  must  be  made  by  the 
applicants  towards  the  cost  of  provision  in  accordance  with  scales  adopted 
by  the  County  Council.  Many  applicants  are,  however,  old  age  pensioners 
in  straightened  circxmstances  whose  incomes  are  below  the  minimum  prescribed 
by  the  scales,  who  therefore  receive  this  help  free  of  cost. 

Mental  Health 

Social  work  help  and  statutory  action  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1959>  for  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  or

A Special  School  for  120  mentally  handicapped  children  and  an  adjacent 
hostel  for  25  children  are  situated  at  Mill  Lane,  Hewtonf“le°?H.llowSe  An 
Adult  Training  Centre  for  45  subnormal  men  and  women  and  a hostel  accommo*- 
dating  27  residents  are  located  at  Grange  Hoad,  Haydock.  During  the  year 
^roadmead  Adult  Training  Centre  and  Ullswater  House  hostel  were  opened 
here  in  Golbome. 


Welfare  Services 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  iii5)lementing 
Farts  III  and  IT  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1943  and  related 
legislation.  Broadly  speaking,  these  services  provide  for  the  elderly, 
the  handicapped,  and  the  homeless.  As  was  the  case  with  the  services 
already  mentioned,  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Welfare  Services 
was  in  the  hands  of  Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  10.  The  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  had  on  his  staff  a Divisional  Welfare  Organiser  who  led 
a team  of  four  Social  Welfare  Officers  and  two  Welfare  Assistants. 

The  County  Coimcil*s  scheme  utilises  veiy  fully  the  various  voluntary 
agencies,  including  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  which  provide  an 
excellent  means  of  fostering  liaison  between  the  statutory  and  volunteucy 
bodies  concerned  with  the  care  of  the  aged.  Either  directly  or  through 
the  voluntary  agencies  the  County  Council  makes  provision  to  meet  a wide 
range  of  needs  of  aged  and  handicapped  persozis,  including  provision  of 
counselling,  social  club,  luncheon  clubs  and  "meals  on  wheels",  training 
facilities,  home  and  woi^hop  en^loyment,  occupational  therapy  and 
holidays. 
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Acconmodation  is  provided  for  those  of  the  aged  popiilation  no 
longer  able  to  live  an  independent  existence  in  their  own  homes,  even 
with  the  maximum  help  fcom  the  domiciliary  services  o The  Homes  in  this 
Division  are  Golborne  House,  Golbome  (which  aceoamodates  50  residents), 
Heathside,  Penketh  (50  residents),  Heyescroffe,  Haydock  (5I  residents),  and 
Larchfields,  Newton-le-Willows  (51  residents) o Day  care  and  short  term 
care  are  also  provided  at  each  of  these  Homes o Residential  accommodation, 
including  short  term  care,  for  the  handicapped  is  provided  elsewhere  in 
the  County  (at  Swinton  and  Sleetwood)., 

One  of  the  most  usefhl  developments  in  recent  years  has  been  that  of 
warden  - supervised  bungalows  or  fl.atlets  for  elderly  persons  and,  vdien 
necessajy,  the  handicappedo  These  afford  the  privacy  and  the  stimulus 
associated  with  a person  having  his  or  her  own  home,  #iilst  at  the  same 
time  providing  the  security  deriving  from  the  presence  of  a responsible 
person  idio  "keeps  an  eye**  on  the  resident  and  can  send  for  help  if  it 
should  be  requiredo 

Temporary  accommodation  is  provided  at  iteiworth  and  Trafford  Pa3± 
for  families  who  become  homeless  for  reasons  which  could  not  reasonably 
have  been  fores eeno 


Children's  Department 

The  responsibilities  of  the  County  Council  iisnder  the  Children  Act 
and  Children  and  Yoimg  Persons  Acts  were  carried  out  by  the  Childr^®s 
Committee  through  the  Children's  Offieero  Locally,  Area  Children's 
Committee  Noo  11  was  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  operation  of  the 
services

of  the  Golborne  Urban  District  Council 

Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  present  for  yoiar  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  environmental  and  refuse  collection  services  of  the 
Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1971»  i^y  first  report  since 
I was  promoted  in  October,  1971*  During  the  yeax  ny  predecessor  Mr#  J. 
Blakeley  retired  after  27  years  service  with  this  local  authority  and  he 
is  now  enjoying  a happy  retirement <> 

The  report  is  similar  in  form  to  those  of  previous  years,  although 
somewhat  ammended  and  condensed,  but  indicates  further  expansion  of  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  due  to  the  introduction  of  new 
legislation  and  increases  in  the  housing  stock  and  biisiness  premises 
in  the  District., 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  to  improve  the  condition 
of  the  older  properties  in  the  District  and  the  number  of  Standard  and 
Improvement  Grants  Approved  increased  but  unfortunately  not  to  the  number 
that  was  anticipated  following  the  introduction  of  the  new  legislation 
contained  in  the  Housing  Act,  19^9 • 

Only  four  hoiises  were  demolished  during  the  year  as  a result  of 
individual  Demolition  Orders,  but  the  accent  now  appears  to  have  shifted 
from  the  demolition  of  older  houses  to  their  improvement  and  retention 
as  usefifL  units  of  accommodation® 

Complaints  from  the  public  to  the  Department  concerning  varioias  matters 
were  continually  received  during  the  year,  a great  many  of  which  were 
relating  to  drainage  difficulties  and  rodent  infestations® 
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The  refuse  oollection  service  encountered  the  usua3=  difficiilty 
in  maintaining  a regular  weekly  collection  throughout  the  year^ 
despite  the  working  of  considerable  overtime  at  weekends « due  to  the 
high  absence  rate  amongst  the  workmen  and  the  lack  of  incentive  to 
the  collectors  to  complete  their  weekly  worko  The  Council  continued 
to  maintain  their  modem  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  a fleet  of 
seven  compression  and  rotating  impellor  type  vehicles  are  lased  during 
collections . 

The  two  disposal  points  provided  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Actj, 
which  enable  residents  to  deposit  rubbish  free  of  charge^  appear  to 
be  greatly  appreciated  and  very  well  used  and  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  empty  the  contents  of  these  points  dailyo  The  raonthl.y 
special  collection  of  unwanted  household  articles,  of  a b'olky  naturej, 
such  as  furniture  and  bedding  operated  successfully  throughout  the 
year. 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters  affecting  environ-- 
mental  health  and  particularly  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  and 
Water  Committee  for  her  enthusiasm  and  support.  To  the  Clerk, 

Chief  Officers  and  other  Officers  for  their  helpful  co-operation 
and  assistance  at  all  times.  To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
Dr.  J.  M.  Packer  for  his  support  and  guidance  throu^out  the  year, 
and  to  Mr.  H.  Longworth  and  Mr.  P.  L.  Gavin  the  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  and  Mrs.  S.  Brockley  the  Health  Department 
Clerical  Assistant,  I tender  my  grateful  thanks  for  the  help  and 
ready  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

HOUSING 

The  General  standard  of  housing  varies  in  different  parts  of  the 
district®  In  the  industrial  area  a mroaber  of  sub^standard  houses  of 
reasonable  structirce  built  forty  to  sixty  years  ago  require  improvement 
and  modem  amenities®  Some  iagprovement  iSj,  however j gradually  being 
made  in  houses  of  this  type^  mainly  owner^occupiedg  by  meazis  of  grants® 

In  the  remaining  areas  the  standard  of  housixig  is  fairly  good  with  •^e 
exception  of  a few  groups®  There  are  no  back  to  back  houses  in  the 
district® 

During  the  year  sixteen  Council  bungalows  were  con^ileted  and  occupied, 
these  being  in  the  Lowton  area  of  the  U2*an  District®  Porty=>eight  houses 
and  one  hundred  and  three  bungalows  were  erected  by  private  enterprise, 
making  a total  of  one  hundred  and  sixty=seven  additional  housing  units 
provided  during  the  year® 

There  are  eighteen  Council  housing  estates  and  2s, 688  hotases, 
bungalows  and  flats  are  owned  by  the  Council®  These  are  distributed  as 
follows  8= 
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Housing  Acta  1969 


This  Act  came  into  operation  in  August,  1969  and  in  addition  to 
several  new  provisions,  amends  the  Housing  Acts  of  1957>  1961  and  1964* 
The  provisions  for  the  payment  of  grants  for  the  improvement  of  houses 
have  been  amended  and  details  of  these  are  as  followss- 

(a)  Standard  Grants  luider  which  house  owners  can  obtain  one-half 
of  the  cost,  subject  to  certain  maximum  amoimts,  of  installing 
the  five  standard  amenities  =>  fixed  bath  or  shower,  wash-hand 
basin,  inside  watercloset,  hot  water  supply  and  a sink,  in  cases 
where  these  amenities  are  not  already  available.  Provision  is 
also  made  for  a reduced  standard  amenity,  consisting  of  a sink, 
a hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  a sink  and  a watercloseto 

(b)  Improvement  Grants  are  also  payable  for  a wider  range  and 
more  extensive  forms  of  improvement,  such  as  coii5)lete  re-con- 
ditioning  schemes,  conversion  or  adaptation  of  larger  houses 
and  other  buildings.  The  payment  of  these  grants  is  at  the 
discretion  of  the  local  authorityo

The  Housing  Act,  1969  which  came  into  operation  in  Axogust  of  that 
year  introduced  a method  of  converting  controlled  texoancies  into  regulated 
tenancies.  In  order  for  this  conversion  to  take  place  the  house  must 
satisfy  the  qualifying  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Act.  These  are  briefly 
as  follows;- 

1.  The  house  must  be  provided  with  all  the  standard  amenities  freely 
available  for  the  use  of  the  occupier. 

2.  That  the  dwelling  is  in  good  repair  having  regard  to  its  age,  character 
and  locality,  and  disregarding  internal  decorative  repair. 
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3#  The  dwelling  is  fit  in  all  other  respects  for  human  habitation. 

Under  the  procedure  laid  dovm  in  the  Act  the  landlord  must  make 
application  to  the  Local  Authority  for  a Qualification  Certificate  and 
if  the  Local  Authority  are  satisfied  that  the  house  satisfies  the  qualify- 
ing conditions  mentioned  above,  then  a Qualification  Certificate  is  issued. 

During  the  year  seventy-one  applications  have  been  received,  and  of  these 
only  forty-eight  were  approved,  and  one  was  refused.  The  reason  for  not 
issuing  certificates  in  the  other  cases  was  that  the  houses  upon  inspection 
were  found  to  be  in  need  of  repair.

Verminous  Houses 

During  the  year  fifteen  Council  Houses  and  nineteen  privately  owned 
houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin.  Of  these  premises,  one 
house  was  infested  with  Bugs,  sixteen  houses  were  infested  with  Cockroaches, 
sixteen  houses  had  infestations  of  Ants  and  one  house  had  an  infestation 
of  Silverfish.  All  these  premises  were  treated  by  Contractor's  Staff 
using  liq^uid  and  powder  insecticides  on  a chargeable  basis  and  were  kept 
under  observations  after  treatment.  No  evidence  of  re-infestation  was 
found. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 

The  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  using  seven  rear  loading 
motor  vehicles.  The  fleet  consists  of  one  I9/6O  cub,  yard  continuous 
loading  vehicle  of  the  rotating  impeller  type,  five  14/35  cub,  yard 
compression  tj^pe  vehicles  and  one  13  cub.  yard  dual  tipping  vehicle. 

A large  van  for  the  collection  of  paper  salvage  was  purcahsed  and  put 
into  operation  during  the  year. 

The  rotating  impeller  and  compression  type  vehicles  provide  a much 
bet-cer  pay-load  and  were  of  considerable  assistance  in  reducing  the  number 
of  loads  of  refuse  and  the  consequent  time  taken  in  going  to  the  tip.  In 
view  of  the  present  trend  of  refuse  becoming  a lighter  and  bulkier  product, 
these  types  of  vehicle  provide  some  degree  of  compaction  of  the  load  and 
have  considerable  advantages  over  the  older  tj'pes  of  refuse  collection 
vehicle. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967j  the  Coimcil 
provide  two  places  in  the  Urban  District  were  residents  may  deposit  refuse 
free  of  charge.  Both  these  sites  were  well  used  during  the  year  and  the 
contents  of  the  sites  are  removed  twice  weekly  to  the  refuse  tip.  In 
addition,  eleven  motor  vehicles  abandoned  in  various  parts  of  the  Urban 
District  were  dealt  with  under  this  Act  and  the  Removal  and  Disposal  of 
Vehicles  Regulations,  1968. 

A special  collection  for  old  furniture  and  other  unwanted  household 
articles  was  also  made  throughout  the  district  once  a month.  This  rs  a 
free  service  to  all  residents  on  request  being  made  to  the  Public  Health 
Department,  but  in  spite  of  these  arrangements  a considerable  amoimt  of 
rubbish  of  various  types  continues  to  be  dumped  on  road  verges  and  other 
places. 
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During  tha  year  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  jnaintain@d 
except  for  the  local  holiday  we^,s  and  periods  of  high  absence  rates  due 
to  sickness  when  the  nundaer  of  wo3^an  absent  has  soade  this  impossibleo 

The  trade  refuse  scheme  has  been  ©ontimed  during  the  yea£  under  re7iew« 
Under  this  scheme  the  contents  of  one  dustbin  are  ea^tied  free  and  a charge 
of  2tp  per  bin  is  made  for  ihe  removal  of  other  refuse  from  business  pr^nises. 

During  the  year  all  refuse  was  disposed  of  in  a railway  cutting  off 
Newton  Road,  Lowtono  The  cuttiiag  has  been  filled  in  and,  levelled  to  the 
adjoining  land.  A mechanical  loading  shovel  was  en^ged  full  time  on  the 
control  and  covering  of  refuse  at  this  tip. 

The  statistics  relating  to  refuse  collection  are  detail'^  in  tabular 
form  on  an  adjoining  pag®o  The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  collected  during 
the  year  shows  a sli^t  increase^  but  the  tonnage  collected  has  reduced 
somewhat,  also  the  numbers  of  privies  and  pails  emptied  during  the  year 

has  increased. 


The  total  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  (year 
ended  31st  March,  1972)  shows  an  increase  of  £79  875°8^i'  th®  previous 
year,  the  principal  increase  beizig  on  wages  (£4,834o96)»  haulage 
(£1, 956- 72)  and  refuse  disposal  (£539°12|-)o 


These  increased  costs  have,  of  course,  considerably  raised  the  cost 
per  head  of  population  and  the  cost  per  tons  of  refuse  collected  and 
disposed  of  in  con5)ari3on  with  the  previous  year^

Replacement  of  Dustbins 

The  Municipal  Dxistbin  Scheme,  commenced  in  I965  for  the  r^lacement  of 
defective  dustbins,  was  continued  during  the  year.  Under  this  scheme  dustbins 
are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  Couiacil  at  a charge  of  25p  on  the  request 
being  made  for  the  provision  of  a dustbin,  and  25p  p®r  annum  afterwards, 
such  sum  being  recovered  as  part  of  the  general  rate  on  the  premises.  This 
scheme  is  operated  in  addition  to  the  existing  scheme  of  outri^t  purchase 
of  dustbins  by  owners  and  occupiers. 

During  the  year  ei^V«=one  dustbins  were  supplied  by  the  Health 
Department  under  the  voluntary  scheme,  one  hundred  and  sevsaty^three  under 
the  municipal  dustbin  scheme,  three  direct  by  owners  and  one  hundred,  and 
fifty-seven  de.f active  dustbins  renewed  at  Council  Hoiiiseso

The  salvage  bonus  sdieme  for  the  woa±men  employed  on  the  refuse 
collection  and  salvage  services  was  continued  during  the  year  aind  a 
bonus  based  on  a percentage  of  the  income  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper 
was  distributed  at  the  end  of  each  q.uartero  The  total  bonus  paid  during 
the  year  amounted  to  £242 o 73  compared  with  £1.5, 000 <>27  the  previous  year^ 

This  additional  payment  is  equivalent  to  0e44P  P®^  hour  for  all  the  time 
worked  during  the  year,  cou^ared  with  a payment  of  2p  per  hour  the  previous 
year.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 
Meat  and  Pood  Inspection 

One  licensed  slaughterhouse  has  been  in  operation  during  the  year 
and  animals  slaughtered  at  these  premises  have  provided  a portion  of  the 
meat  supply  for  the  Glazebury  and  Culcheth  districts.  The  main  supply 
of  butchers'  meat  is,  however,  obtained  from  outside  the  Urban  District 
and  all  the  meat  sold  is  of  good  quality, 

intie  inspection  of  meat  has  always  been  given  priority  and  a total 
of  one  hundred  and  four  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  during  the 
year  for  meat  inspection  purposes.  As  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
at  any  one  time  is  comparatively  small  it  has  been  necessary  to  make 
two  visits  per  week  to  ensure  100  per  cent  inspection.  All  the  animals 
slaughtered  were  of  the  best  quality.

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The  possible  contamination  of  foodstuffs  was  again  given  much  attention 
and  whilst  the  trend  towai^ds  packaged  goods  has  removed  much  unprotected 
foods  there  has  again  been  a few  insteuices  where  confectionery  and  other 
foods  have  been  exposed  improteoted  on  shop  counters  and  similar  places. 
Severe  warnings  were  issued  in  such  cases. 

^he  majority  of  food  traders  in  the  district  however,  make  a genuine 
effort  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  and  the  elimination  of  those  few 
undesirable  and  thoughtless  practices  is  largely  a matter  of  failure  to 
give  proper  instruction  to  persons  en5)loyed  in  food  handling  processes. 

This  emphasizes  the  need  of  regular  inspection  of  these  premises  to  prevent 
any  lov/ering  of  standards  in  food  hygiene. 

fiOigistration  of  Premises 

The  registration  of  certain  food  premises  and  hawkers  of  food 
continued  to  be  effected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Lancashire  Coimty 
Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General.  Pov/ers)  Acts,  1938  - 1968. 

During  the  year  four  additional  ice  cream  premises  (prepacked  products 
only)  and  one  fish  frier  were  registered  iinder  the  above  Act.

The  Urban  District  is  included  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Specified  Areas)  No.  3 Order  and  dairymen  are  raqiiired  to  supply  only 
designated  milk  in  sealed  bottles  and  containers .

Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  matters 
relative  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  during  the  year. 

Milk  Sampling 

The  regular  sampling  of  all  milk  produced  at  farms  in  the  district  and 
milk  supplies  from  outside  areas  has  been  continued  during  the  year.  Regular 
monthly  samples  were  taken  from  all  producer  retailers  in  the  district  in 
connection  with  the  Brucellosis  eradication  scheme  and  samples  from  other 
milk  supplies  were  siibmitted  for  the  Tuberculosis  Test  and  Methylene  Blue 
Test,  and,  in  the  case  of  heat  treated  milk,  the  Phosphatase  Test  for 
Pasteurised  Milk  and  the  Turbidity  Test  for  Sterilised  Milk.

The  ice  crecun  sold  from  shops  in  the  district  is  prepacked  but  a 
quaoitity  of  loose  ice  cream,  the  majority  of  which  is  of  the  "soft  ice 
cream"  t^^e,  is  sold  from  vehicles,  all  of  which  come  from  other  areas 
outside  the  Urban  District. 

Durin^^  the  year  no  further  applications  were  submitted  for  registration 
of  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  imder  the  provisions  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Acts,  1938-68. 

The  total  number  of  vendors  of  ice  cream  is  52  all  of  which  sell 
prepacked  ice  cream  only.  In  addition,  four  manufacturers  from  outside 
the  district  operate  mobile  vehicles  in  the  Golborne  Urban  District. 

Seventy  visits  were  made  to  ice  cream  premises  during  the  year 
and  the  requirements  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  relating 
to  the  storage  of  ice  cream  have  generally  been  observed  by  purveyors. 

Some  difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  obtaining  samples  of 
loose  ice  cream  from  mobile  vehicles  from  outside  districts  who  often 
operate  at  irregular  hours  and  prevent  the  submission  of  a sample  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  \d.thin  the  requisite  period.

The  County  Council  is  the  authority'’  responsible  for  cariying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Act  relating  to  food  sampling  and  I am  indebted 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  particulars  of  the  following 
samples  which  have  been  taken  in  the  district  and  submitted  for  analysis. 
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A total  of  89  samples  was  obtained  comprising  55  niilks  (j  of  which  were 
Channel  Islands  milk)  and  34  others  as  follows?-

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

During  the  year  further  attention  was  given  to  conditions  in  shops, 
warehouses  and  similar  premises. 

No  serioTis  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  found  but  a few  instances 
cf  occupiers  of  shops  failing  to  provide  the  necessary  notices  relating 
to  early  closing  days,  hours  of  enployment  and  other  matters  were  noted 
and  appropriate  action  taken  in  each  case.

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OmCES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PRIMISES  ACT^  I963 

This  Act  provides  for  the  safetyj  health  and  -wel.fare  of  persons  employed 
in  shops,  offices  and  railway  premises « Further  progress  v/as  made  with 
inspections  for  the  requirements  of  the  Act  covering  cleanliness,  temperature, 
ventilation,  overcrowding,  lighting,  washing  facilities,  drinking  water, 
sanitary  conveniences,  safety  of  machinery  and  first  aide 

Contraventions  noted  during  inspections  were  all  dealt  with  informally, 
and  it  was  not  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings  <, 

As  in  previous  years,  the  requirements  of  the  Act  relating  to  the 
notification  of  accidents  involving  the  absence  of  employees  for  more  than 
three  days  still  do  not  appear  to  be  fully  appreciated  by  occupiers  of  premises 
to  which  the  Act  applies.  Ho  accidents  were  reported  during  the  yeaxo 

No  exemptions  from  the  reqioirements  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
were  granted  during  the  year.

NOISE  NUISANCES 

During  the  year  only  two  complaints  were  received  from  residents  relating 
to  excessive  noise  arising  in  the  district . In  both  these  cases  the  complaints 
were  confirmed  and  after  negotiations  the  intensity  of  noise  was  reduced  to 
reasonable  levels  by  informal  action. 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  I95I 
Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Regulations,  1961  - 65 

This  Act  governs  the  conditions  under  which  rag  flock  is  manufactirred 
said  stored,  and  controls  the  use  of  this  and  other  filling  materials  for 
upholstery  and  other  purposes.  Standards  of  cleariliness  of  filling  materials 
sire  prescribed  by  Regulations  and  certain  premises  require  to  be  registered 
by  the  local  authority. 

One  factory  in  the  district  carrying  on  upholstery  work  is  registered 
by  the  Council.  There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  where  rag  flock  is 
manufactured.  Two  visits  were  made  to  the  registered  premises  and  one 
sample  of  filling  material  i.e.  Rag  Flock,  was  submitted  for  analysis, 
and  this  satisfied  all  the  tests  laid  down  by  the  Regulations. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  the  rodent  control  work  was  carried  out  exclusively 
by  a private  servicing  company  under  contract  to  the  Council  and  the 
system  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

The  Council  continued  to  give  a free  service  for  the  treatment  of 
rodent  infestations  found  on  dwelling  houses.  Although  the  Coimcil  carry 
out  this  work  and  render  every  assistance  in  these  cases,  it  should  be 
emphasised  that  the  statutory  responsibility  of  keeping  premises  free 
from  rodent  infestation  is  placed  on  the  occupier. 

The  majority  of  the  occupiers  of  agricultural  properties  have  treated 
their  own  premises  and  in  many  cases  this  work  does  not  receive  the 
attention  that  it  warrants  often  resiilting  in  the  spread  of  infestation 
from  farmland  to  house  property.

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CARA7AN  SITES  AM)  CONTROL  OP  DEmOPMENT  ACT,  I96O 

Moveable  Dwellings 


During  the  year  four  caravans  in  various  parts  of  the  district  have 
been  used  for  permanent  residential  purposes , all  of  which  had  planning 
permission  and  were  licenced  in  accordance  with  the  above  Acto 

The  caravans  in  use  are  of  the  modern  trailer  type  stationed  on 
separate  sites  and  are  required  to  coii5)ly  with  the  Council "s  standards  and 
conditions,  based  on  the  i960  model  standards,  relating  to  sanitary  accommo- 
dation, readily  accessible  water  supply,  adequate  paving  and  drainage  and 
other  requirements. 

Action  was  taken  at  various  times  during  the  year  to  remove  the 
caravans  of  dealers  and  travelling  salesmen  who  were  encamped  on  unlicenced 
and  unsuitable  sites. 

There  are  no  licensed  multiple  caravan  sites  in  the  district. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  I95I 

This  Act  provides  for  a system  of  licensing  and  inspection  of  all 
premises  used  for  the  sale  of  pets,  including  a private  dwelling  if  used 
for  this  puirpose. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  require  that  accommodation  used  for  keeping 
pets  shall  be  suitable  as  regards  size,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation 
and  cleanliness,  and  there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  suitable  food  and  drink 
and  that  the  animals  shall  not  be  sold  at  too  early  an  age. 

One  premise  in  the  Urban  District  is  licensed  for  this  purpose. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  19  63 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  Urban  District  to  which  ttd-s  Act  applies. 

ANIMAL  DESTRUCTION  CENTRE 

The  Council  have  provided  an  Animal  Destruction  Centre  at  the  rear 
of  the  Covincil  Offices,  Lowton,  for  the  destruction  of  unwanted  domestic 
animals.  A modern  electrocution  chamber  is  in  operation  and  for  a 
nominal  charge  cats  and  dogs  are  instantaneously  and  painlessly  destroyed, 
a service  which  continues  to  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public. 
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SCRAP  IffiTAL  DEALERS  ACT,  I964 


Five  persons  axe  registered  as  scrap  metal  dealers  under  the  above 
Act,  three  of  these  being  recognised  as  itinerant  collectors  and  reg- 
istered as  such  by  exemption  orders  made  under  Section  2 of  the  Act. 

During  the  year  Tuider  review  no  further  applications  for  registration 
were  received. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


As  in  previous  years,  the  co-operation  of  boiler  plant  operators 
has  been  readily  given  in  furtherance  of  our  efforts  to  secure  a reduction 
of  atmospheric  pollution  from  industrial  sources.  With  the  gradual  improve- 
ment of  boiler  plant  throu^out  the  district  and  better  knowledge  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958,  by 
plant  operators  the  emission  of  industrial  smoke  has  been  very  much 
reduced. 

No  further  smoke  control  areas  were  declared  during  the  year  and  the 
existing  smoke  control  areas  cover  an  area  of  2,362  acres  and  embrace  694 
houses  and  43  other  premises. 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  are  in 
operation  requiring  the  installation  of  approved  heating  and  cooking  appliances 
in  new  buildings. 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  North  Western  Division  of  the  National 
Society  for  Clean  Air  and  the  Manchester  and  District  Clean  Air  Cotmcil*

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The  reqTiirements  of  the  Factories  Act  appear  to  he  well  observed 
and  in  every  case  defects  were  remedied  without  statutory  action.  Two 
outworkers,  one  connected  with  the  manufacture  of  overalls  and  the 
other  concerned  with  making  and  packaging  of  Christmas  crackers, 
operated  at  premises  in  the  district  during  the  year.  The  premises 
used  for  these  pruposes  v;ere  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  small  building  sites  were  further 
reduced  largely  as  a result  of  economic  considerations  and  the  difficxilties 
of  administering  Section  127  relating  to  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommo- 
dation and  other  requirements  at  these  biiilding  operations  were  not  as 
great  as  in  previous  years.
